company, the proposed corporation to 
take over and operate 
the 
old

Berlin Branch railroad, appeared Wed­ 
nesday before the Public Service Com­ 
mission, at Harrisburg, in 
a 
hearing 
on the question of whether the 
com­ 
pany will be permitted to operate the 
road at grade with 
all 
public 
roads 
which it crosses. 
The commission has been asked 
to 
g rant this right to the 
road, and 
the 
argument Wednesday 
was 
presented 
by J. L. Williams Esq. Owing to there 
being several members of the commis­ 
sion absent, a decision was not reach­ 
ed. 
Failure to secure this permission, it 
is said, will result in the abandonment 
of all attempts to re-establish 
steam 
railway communication to 
East Ber­ 
lin borough, as the expenses of tunnel­ 
ing and bridging the roads would 
he 
so great that 
the organizers of 
the 
new company would not 
attempt 
to 
undertake it. 
With thi 
permission obtained pros­ 
pect* for rebuilding that

of 
the road that was torn up and resum­ 
ing operations

bright. Already $25,000 has been sub­

sets of reference books in the schools 
a fo re Christmas that both pupils and 
teachers have wanted for a long time. 
A few teachers thought their districts 
were so well covered with 
the paper 
that there would be little

or each pupil’, family would know* 
of 
at least one other family who dbl not 
get the paper, 
they saw how twenty'
